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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 

Dr.  H.  Tucker  Graham 


IN  its  entire  history  of  nearly  two  centuries  Hampden- 
Sydney  never  had  a  more  devoted  and  loyal  son  than 
Dr.  Henry  Tucker  Graham,  who  died  on  Monday  the 
8th  day  of  January  last,  at  the  ripe  age  of  85.  He  was 
the  youngest  of  three  brothers  who  received  their  ed- 
ucation here — the  other  two  being 
Rev.  Alfred  T.  Graham,  '79,  James 
R.  Graham,  '84 — and  graduated  in 
the  Class  of  1886,  with  the  degree 
of  A.B.  All  three  became  dis- 
tinguished ministers  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Dr.  Graham  was  a  classmate  of 
Dr.  Joseph  D.  Eggleston,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  after  an 
interim  of  less  than  two  years  during 
which  Dr.  A.  W.  McWhorter  was 
acting  President,  Dr.  Eggleston 
succeeded  Dr.  Graham  as  President 
of  the  college.  Dr.  Graham  was 
elected  on  November  12,  1908,  and 
resigned  October  i,  1917.  Dr. 
Eggleston  was  elected  in  December, 
1918,  and  assumed  his  duties  as 
President,  July  I,  1919. 

Immediately  after  his  graduation 
from  the  college  Dr.  Graham  taught 
for  one  year  and  then  entered  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  then  located 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  graduating  in 
1891.  After  preaching  a  few  months 
in  Rockville,  Maryland,  he  went  as 
a  missionary  to  Japan  (his  brother, 
James  R.  Graham  was  already  a 
missionary  in  China),  where  he 
remained  until  1896,  when  on  ac- 
count of  both  his  health  and  that  of  his  wife,  the  former 
Miss  Lillian  Gordon  Baskerville,  they  returned  to  the 
U.  S.,  and  from  1897  to  1904  he  carried  on  his  ministry  in 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  when  he  became  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Farmville.  This  position  he  still  occupied 
when  he  was  elected  President  of  the  college.  When  he  as- 
jSumed  the  duties  of  this  office,  the  college  was  passing 
through  a  somewhat  critical  stage.  There  was  a  feeling  of 
Idiscouragement  about  its  future,  almost  amounting  to  de- 
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featism.  Indeed  there  were  some  closely  connected  with 
the  college  who  proposed  the  removal  to  another  loca- 
tion deemed  more  accessible  as  a  remedy  for  the  condition. 
Dr.  Graham,  then  pastor  of  the  church  in  Farmville,  was 
strongly  opposed  to  such  a  move,  and  was  active  in  his  op- 
position. As  soon  as  he  became  President  he  set  about  to  re- 
assure the  doubtful  and  to  rally  friends  to  the  support  of 
the  college.  Under  his  administration  work  was  done  toward 
the  modernization  of  the  plant, 
entrance  requirements  were  stan- 
dardized and  stiffened,  the  finances 
bettered,  and  the  enrollment  in- 
creased. He  was  greatly  interested 
in  the  students,  and  having  been  an 
athlete  of  no  mean  ability  when 
himself  a  student,  especially  in 
baseball  and  tennis  (intercollegiate 
football  having  not  then  come  into 
fashion),  he  was  responsible  for  the 
erection  of  what  is  now  spoken  of 
as  the  "Old  Gymasium,"  an  annex 
to  what  was  formerly  the  president's 
house,  the  building  being  now  called 
"Graham  Hall,"  housing  the  alumni 
offices  and  lounge  as  well  as  the 
gymasium  annex  where  dances  and 
other  entertainments  are  had. 

Mrs.  Graham,  a  most  gracious 
and  accomplished  lady,  felt  the 
liveliest  interest  in  young  people, 
and  she  and  Dr.  Graham  threw  wide 
open  the  doors  of  "Penshurst," 
then  the  President's  Home  and 
now  the  residence  of  Dr.  Graves 
Thompson.  The  students  were 
made  to  feel  at  home  under  that 
hospitable  roof.  Not  only  were  the 
students  welcome  but  young  ladies, 
friends  of  the  students  were  frequent 
house  guests,  as  were  girl  friends  of  their  daughter,  Alice, 
now  Mrs.  Henry  Bedinger,  of  Pineville,  N.  C.  The  welfare 
and  entertainment  of  students  and  their  friends  was  a 
matter  of  prime  concern  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Graham. 

Dr.  Graham  was  a  preacher  of  unusual  ability  and 
possessed  the  gift  of  real  eloquence;  with  his  fine  command 
of  language,  his  well-rounded  periods  would  often  delight 
his  hearers.  As  a  presiding  oflicer  he  had  few  superiors, 
combining  a  fine  dignity  with  a  readiness  to  lighten  an 
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occasion  with  wit  and  humor.  Dr.  Graham  was  awarded 
the  degree  of  D.D.,  both  by  Washington  and  Lee  Univer- 
sity and  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  In  1934,  his  alma 
mater  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  LL.D.  He  was  the 
author  of  a  number  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  essays.  He 
was  a  great  admirer  of  the  ante  bellum  South,  its  great 
leaders— Lee  and  Jackson— a  vigorous  and  effective 
defender  of  the  men  who  wore  the  Grey  and  the  cause  for 
which  thev  fought. 

When  he  retired  as  President  of  the  college  he  at  once 
went  back  into  the  ministry,  which  had  always  been  his 
chief  interest  and  concern,  and  was  pastor  in  Florence, 
S.  C,  until  he  retired  a  few  years  ago.  Even  then  he  was 
not  content  to  take  a  well-earned  rest,  but  continued  to 
fill  the  pulpits  where  there  was  no  regular  minister  or  as 
a  supply,  up  until  shortly  before  his  last  illness. 

His  interest  in  the  college  and  in  Virginia,  his  mother 
state,  never  abated,  and  for  a  number  of  years  after  his 
resignation  he  and  Mrs.  Graham  would  often  spend  a 
part  of  their  summers  here.  Even  after  Mrs.  Graham's 
death  he  continued  his  visits,  and  these  visits  were  looked 
forward  to  by  his  many  friends  on  "the  Hill."' 

Another  distinguished  son  of  the  college  has  answered 
"adsum"  to  the  last  roll  call. 


The  Basketball  Scandal 

IT  would  appear  as  if  the  gamblers  who  have  always 
figured  prominently  in  connection  with  professional 
sports  are  not  content  to  confine  themselves  to  the  pro- 
fessional field.  For  many  years  there  have  been  those  who 
at  times  have  questioned  whether  the  result  of  a  prize- 
fight or  a  professional  baseball  game  was  on  the  square. 
Not  infrequently  it  has  been  proved  that  the  outcome  of 
some  pugilistic  encounters  or  that  of  some  professional 
baseball  game  was  fixed  or  thrown.  But  it  has  been  gen- 
erally felt  that  amateur  sports  in  our  schools  and  colleges 
were  free  from  this  taint.  What  has  recently  come  to 
light  in  New  York  City  and  is  suspected  in  other  quarters 
has  given  our  complacency  in  this  particular  a  rude  jolt. 

That  betting  has  been  going  on  as  to  the  result  of  all 
sorts  of  sports  to  a  limited  extent  in  our  colleges  and 
universities  is  well  known.  The  gambling  spirit  is  so 
deeply  imbedded  in  our  natures  that  what  many  consider 
harmless  betting  is  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception. 

Horse  racing  has  long  been  a  tempting  field  where  the 
big  time  gambler  has  flourished,  and  the  most  respectable 
have  not  hesitated  to  lay  a  wager  on  a  horse.  In  fact,  it 
probably  would  not  be  far  from  the  truth  to  say  that  a 
majority  of  the  vast  crowds  which  go  to  see  such  races  as 
the  Preakness,  the  Belmont,  or  the  Kentucky  Derby  go 
with  the  intention  of  betting  on  the  horse  of  their  choice. 
In  the  eyes  of  many  to  place  a  bet  on  a  horse  is  the  pec- 
cadillo of  a  gentleman,  and  is  often  indulged  in  to  give 
zest  to  the  occasion. 

When,  however,  the  professional  gambler  enters  the 
field  of  sports  in  our  colleges  and  other  institutions  of 
learning,  and  bribes  certain  players,  if  not  the  whole 
team,  to  throw  the  game,  it  has  become  a  matter  of  serious 
import.  If  it  spreads  it  will  soon  bring  all  our  inter- 
collegiate sports  into  disrepute,  and  the  games  will  and 
should  lose  interest  and  respectability. 

It  is  but  natural  that  an  alumnus,  like  the  under- 
graduate, wishes  to  see  his  alma  mater  win,  but  win  fairly. 
The  eagerness  to  have  a  winning  team   has  prompted 


alumni  to  subsidize  players  and  thus  build  up  a  strong 
playing  aggregation.  This  practice  has  now  become  almost 
universal  and  is  not  confined  to  our  larger  universities 
and  colleges,  and  alumni  of  smaller  colleges  are  just  as 
anxious  to  have  their  alma  mater  put  out  a  winning  team 
as  those  of  institutions  having  thousands  of  students  in 
attendance.  They  are,  with  certain  notable  exceptions, 
just  as  ready  to  give  financial  support  to  a  promising 
player,  and  are  only  limited  by  the  extent  of  their  interest 
and'  their  means.  It  is  well  known  that  promising  young 
athletes  in  our  secondary  schools  wait  until  they  feel 
they  have  gotten  the  best  offer  before  deciding  what 
college  they  will  enter.  Of  course,  the  smaller  institution 
is  greatly  handicapped  with  its  limited  number  of  alumni, 
but  one  has  no  reason  to  think  the  alumni  of  the  smaller 
institution  stand  on  higher  moral  grounds  in  this  respect 
than  those  where  the  number  is  unlimited. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  such  a  practice,  be  it  right  or  wrong, 
puts  amateur  athletics  on  a  commercial  basis.  A  pros- 
pective student  with  unusual  athletic  ability  finds  him- 
self in  the  market  for  the  highest  bidder,  and  to  such  a 
one,  it  may  not  seem  a  far  step  from  being  paid  to  play  to 
being  paid'  not  to  play  one's  best.  Certainly  the  present 
tendency  is  discouraging  in  the  extreme,  and  unless  firm 
action  is  taken  by  college  authorities  and  the  moral  sense 
of  the  student  is  aroused,  the  whole  system  of  inter- 
collegiate contests  will  fall  into  disrepute,  if  not  disgrace. 
Already  in  New  York  the  courts  are  taking  criminal 
action  against  the  briber  and  the  bribed. 


To  What  Extremes  Will  Self-Constituted 
Reformers  Go? 

SOME  of  the  zealots  who  are  opposed  to  any  form  o\ 
segregation  or  apparently  to  the  recognition  of  any 
difference  or  distinction  between  races,  at  times  can  go  tc 
almost  unbelievable  extremes.  Just  recently  oppositiot 
by  certain  Negroes  to  its  use  in  the  Department  of  History 
iri  Queen's  College  of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York 
of  Volume  One  "The  Growth  of  the  American  Republic,' 
led  to  its  being  taken  out  of  the  course.  This  book  is  th« 
work  of  the  eminent  historians,  Samuel  Eliot  Morison  01 
Harvard,  and  Henry  S.  Commager  of  Columbia — a  histor) 
used  in  hundreds  of  schools  and  colleges. 

The  protests  were  based  on  certain  statements  in  re- 
lation to  the  Negro  before  the  War  Between  the  States 
The  use  of  the  word  "black"  was  objected  to,  as  #ai 
using  "Sambo"  as  a  descriptive  name,  coupled  with  thi 
statement  that  he  was  as  a  slave  generally  well  cared  fo 
and  happy;  also  the  statement  that  this  race  had  exas 
perating  habits  and  the  typical  slave  characterized  a 
childlike,  improvident,  humorous,  prevaricating,  am 
superstitious.  The  authors  show  no  intention  of  changinj 
the  text,  insisting  that  the  statements  objected  to  in  thi 
book  are  historical  facts  and  absolutely  correct.  Dr 
Morison  said  he  was  astonished  to  find  the  name  "Sambo 
was  offensive,  that  having  been  his  nickname  since  he  wa 
a  small  boy. 

Those  who  have  known  the  race  for  many  years,  livo 
in  the  same  part  of  the  country,  come  into  almost  dail; 
contact  with  them,  worked  with  them,  can  bear  testimon; 
to  the  complete  accuracy  of  the  characterization  given  b 
Doctors   ^Iorison    and    Commager.      The   fact   is,    thes

j     The  steady  sources  of  our  income 

!are    endowment,    student    fees,    the 

related     Church,     and     the    Alumni 

Fund.    Hampden-Sydney  has  always 

had  to  rely  too  heavily  on  student 

fees.     This  means  that  any  drop  in 

enrollment    can    seriously   affect   the 

income.    For  the  first  time  in  years,  the  college  faces    a 

deficit.     This  IS  due  to  the  loss  of  approximately  forty 

.students,  nearly  all  of  whom  have  gone  into  the  armed 

iServices. 

Last  fall  Hampden-Sydney  was  recommended  for  a 
Naval  Unit,  provided  the  Navy  expanded.  So  far  this 
has  not  been  the  case.  Application  has  been  made  both 
to  Army  R.  O.  T.  C.  and  the  Air  Force  R.  O.  T.  C.  What 
Will  happen  we  do  not  yet  know.  Because  of  the  tendency 
Jf  the  Military  to  go  to  the  larger  institutions  and  the 
terrific  competition,  I  do  not  feel  that  our  chances  for 
either  of  these  units  are  good.  Our  main  hope  is  still  in 
the  Navy. 

■  For  the  next  few  years  many  colleges  will  face  unusual 
inancial  difficulties.  For  this  reason,  we  may  never  need 
;he  benefits  of  the  Fund  as  we  will  during  that  period. 
The  Fund  for  this  year  on  March  20  amounts  to  $26,471; 
;he  number  of  contributors  911.  Thirty  thousand  dollars 
s  the  goal.  I  earnestly  hope  that  by  May  30  this  amount 
vill  be  reached  and  even  passed. 

Except  for  the  problems  owing  to  the  times  in  which  we 
tre  living,  we  have  had  one  of  our  best  years.  This  makes 
,ne  all  the  more  grateful  for  the  splendid  things  which  with 
/our  help  we  have  been  able  to  do. 

Do  not  forget  June  the  nth.  On  that  day  we  will  have 
1  modest  celebration  of  our  175th  anniversary.  I  believe 
ve  have  an  excellent  program  and  that  you  will  enjoy  it.

Frequently  the  press,  particularly  in  our  larger  cities, 
in  items  about  people  studiously  avoid  any  reference  to 
race  or  nationality.  It  would  seem  that  a  statement  that 
the  person  written  about  was  a  Negro,  Czech,  Pole,  or 
Italian  would  in  no  wise  reflect  on  the  person,  but  give 
the  reader  further  information  which  he  would  like  to 
have.  Certainly  if  the  author  of  the  item  was  in  con- 
versation with  anyone,  almost  inevitably  he  would 
mention  the  fact  that  the  person  was  a  Swede,  Italian, 
Spaniard,  or  other  race  or  nationality.  Why  then  should 
such  care  be  taken  not  to  offend  the  supersensitiveness  of 
any  one  by  putting  the  statement  in  print.  It  would 
appear  that  these  extremists  in  the  advocacy  of  so-called 
civil  rights  would  abolish  all  differences  or  distinctions, 
though  these  distinctions  and  differences  were  the  work 
of  the  Creator,  and  endeavor  to  resolve  Jeremiah's  doubts 
and  demonstrate  that  the  Ethiopian  can  change  his  skin 
and  if  necessary  the  leopard  its  spots.  Undoubtedly  a 
news  story  about  a  large  fish  being  cast  on  the  shore 
would  of  course  state  whether  it  was  a  whale  or  a  porpoise, 
and  not  be  content  with  the  mere  statement  that  it  was  a 
large  fish. 

One  sometimes  wonders  why  extremists  do  not  attempt 
to  suppress  Amos  and  Andy  on  the  radio  and  television 
for  the  reason  that  these  impersonations  might  be  con- 
sidered as  reflecting  on  and  ridiculing  the  Negro  race.

characteristics  and  traits  did  not  disappear  with  the 
passing  of  the  institution  of  slavery,  but  generally  speaking 
up  to  the  present  time  still  obtain.  It  would  seem  when 
one  considers  the  remarkable  progress  the  Negro  has 
made  since  emancipation,  contrasting  his  former  condition 
as  described  by  the  offending  historians  with  what  he  has 
now  accomplished,  this  would  emphasize  his  progress  and 
be  a  source  of  pride  and  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of.  The 
suppression  of  the  facts  of  history  because  they  offend 
the  supersensitiveness  of  some  race  or  class  is  difficult 
to  understand  or  subscribe  to.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  none 
of  these  traits  carry  with  them  any  stigma,  unless  it  be 
that  of  prevaricating,  which  is  a  common  failing  of  all 
races.

Henry  Tucker  Graham.  1865-1951 


Dr.  Henry  Tucker  Grahaii 

ONE  of  Hampden-Sydney's  most  distinguished  sons 
is  gone  from  us.  Dr.  Henry  Tucl-cer  Graham,  former 
President  of  the  College  and  noted  minister,  educator  and 
author,  passed  to  his  heavenly  reward  on  January  8,  195 1. 
He  was  living  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Henry  G.  Bedinger, 
in  Pineville,  N.  C.  He  was  85  years  of  age  but  had  pre- 
served his  alertness  of  mind  and  youthfulness  of  spirit  to 
a  marked  degree.  Only  a  few  months  before  his  death, 
he  had  preached  in  Florence,  S.  C,  the  city  in  which  he 
had  spent  twenty-three  years  of  his  active  ministry  and 
where  he  was  widely  beloved.  In  his  years  of  retirement, 
he  had  also  been  active  with  his  pen  and  had  published 
some  notable  volumes. 

Dr.  Graham  was  a  native  of  Winchester,  \'a.,  where 
he  was  born  about  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
the  son  of  Dr.  James  Robert  Graham,  for  sixty  years 
pastor  and  pastor-emeritus  of  the  Winchester  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  Fanny  Bland  Tucker  Magill  Graham. 


In  the  hospitable  home  of  his  parents.  General 
Stonewall  Jackson  found  happy  respite  during 
his  celebrated  Valley  of  Virginia  campaign,  and 
there,  too,  Mrs.  Jackson  would  visit  on  occasion. 
It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  young  Tucker 
developed  so  great  a  love  for  and  so  profound 
an  interest  in  the  great  days  of  the  Confederacy. 
In  later  years,  his  friends  knew  him  as  a  gifted 
raconteur  who  could  tell  of  the  events  and  per- 
sonalities of  this  heroic  period  with  fond  eloquence. 
After  his  graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  1886,  Dr.  Graham  taught  for  two  year's 
at  Millwood  Va.,  and  then  entered  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  where  he  received  his  B.D. 
degree  in  i8gi.  Ordained  in  the  Presbyterian 
ministry  in  the  same  year,  he  offered  himself  for 
missionary  service  in  Japan.  In  the  same  eventful 
year  also,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Lillian  Gordon  Baskerville,  of  Boydton  (Mecklen- 
burg County),  Va.  This  auspicious  union  was 
destined  to  last  for  more  than  fifty  years,  these 
happy  earthly  ties  being  broken  by  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Graham  seven  years  ago.  Dr.  Graham's 
fruitful  missionary  labors  in  Japan  were  ter- 
minated in  1895  by  a  throat  disease  which  forced 
him  to  return  home.  Many  alumni  will  recall 
his  vivid  stories  of  Japanese  life  and  his  interest- 
ing collection  of  curios  from  the  Far  East.  In 
due  time  he  recovered  his  health  and  held  busy 
pastorates  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  (1897-1904), 
and  in  Farmville,  Va.  (1904-1908). 

Dr.  Graham  was  called  to  the  Presidency  of 
Hampden-Sydney    College    in    190S    and    served 
until  1917.    It  was  a  time  of  financial  stringency 
but  he  brought  to  his  difficult  task  the  patience, 
high-mindedness,  and  sagacity  that  distinguished 
him  throughout  his  life.     During  the  lean  years, 
he  was  successful  in  holding  together  an  unusually 
gifted    and    overworked    faculty,    in    raising    the 
academic  standards  and  in  piloting  the  College 
through  the  restless  period  of  World  War  I.     It 
may  be  fairly  said  that  he  laid  a  sound  foundation 
for  the  period  of  expansion  which  followed.    The 
Graham    Gymnasium    was    erected    during    his 
administration.     Dr.  Graham  served  also  as  professor  of 
Bible,  and  the  alumni  of  this  period  will  recall  the  elo- 
quent cadences  with  which  he  lectured  on  Old  and  New 
Testament  history.     He  was  at  his  best  in  teaching  the 
life  of  Christ,  and  the  tragic  and  meaningful  events  of 
Passion  Week  marked  the  dramatic  peak  of  his  pedagogy. 
Though  in  many  ways  an  exact  and  even   an  exacting 
person,  his  grading  system  was  generous  and  it  was  a 
rarity  for  any  student  to  fail  in  Bible. 

Though  dignified  as  President  and  as  Professor,  Dr, 
Graham  was  affable  and  genial  in  his  personal  relations 
with  the  students.  With  the  small  enrollment,  he  was 
able  to  know  them  all  by  name  and  even  to  write  personal 
comments  on  the  report  cards.  He  had  a  very  keen  in- 
terest in  athletics,  had  been  a  baseball  pitcher  of  note, 
and  still  played  a  fine  game  of  tennis  as  long  as  he  re- 
mained President.  He  was  a  strong  believer  in  the  well- 
rounded  life  and  was  known  to  chide  both  those  students 
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who  were  bookworms  and  those  who  were  mere  athletes. 
He  was  widely  known  for  the  unique  grace  and  humor 
with  which  he  presided  over  public  functions.  His  al- 
lusions were  apt  and  his  shafts  of  wit  delightful.  This 
faculty  stood  him  in  good  stead  in  the  conduct  of  Chapel, 
which  was  held  every  week  morning  at  8:45.  The  students 
might  complain  of  the  monotony,  as  they  have  done  for 
generations,  but  they  knew  that  if  anything  unusual 
happened  on  the  campus,  whether  it  were  a  disgraceful 
student  prank  or  a  notable  victory  on  Death  Valley,  Dr. 
Graham  would  embellish  the  occasion  with  his  inimitable 
satire  or  his  pungent  applications  of  ancient  truths.  He 
was  affectionately  known  among  the  students  as  "  King 
Tuck." 

During  his  long  and  fruitful  years  as  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Florence  (1917-1939),  Dr.  Graham 
made  his  influence  felt  in  the  Church  at  large  and  as  a 
leading  citizen.  He  was  elected  Moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  South  Carolina  in  1924  and  later  he  was  a  member  of 
General  Assembly's  Committee  on  closer  relations  with 
other  Presbyterian  bodies.  The  editor  of  the  city  daily 
has  well  summed  it  up:  "He  was  minister,  educator, 
missionary,  author,  historian,  orator,  and  public-spirited 
citizen  who  contributed  abundantly  of  his  time  and  talent 
to  make  the  present  a  finer  heritage  for  the  future  .  .  . 
He  held  the  universal  love  and  respect  of  the  community." 

Dr.  Graham  was  a  facile  writer  and,  for  one  who  lived 
so  full  a  life,  his  creative  output  is  astonishing.  His  pub- 
lications, written  always  in  a  graceful  and  elevated  style. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week  Evokes 
Unusual  Interest 

The  Spring  Religious  Emphasis  Week,  April  the  tenth 
through  the  twelfth,  certainly  must  be  considered,  by  all 
standards,  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  G.  Courtenay,  associate  minister  of 
the  West  Raleigh  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
was  the  principal  speaker.  During  the  war  as  an  Army 
Chaplain  and  since,  as  pastor  of  a  city  occupied  by  several 
colleges,  Mr.  Courtenay  has  had  an  unusually  fine  op- 
portunity to  know  and  work  with  young  people. 

The  services  had  their  beginning  in  the  Religious  Con- 
vocation held  in  College  Church  on  Tuesday,  April   10. 

For  the  three  following  nights,  Mr.  Courtenay  developed 
the  general  topic,  "Just  Thinking  About  Life."  Tuesday 
night,  his  subject  was  "Just  Thinking  About  God,"  in 
which  he  attempted  to  show  the  relation  of  God  to  the 
Universe. 

Wednesday  night,  he  used  as  his  theme  "Just  Thinking 
About  Man,"  showing  man's  position  in  the  scheme  of 
things. 

The  services  came  to  an  end  Thursday  evening  when 
he  presented  the  subject,  "Just  Thinking  About  Jesus 
Christ."  Here  he  explained  the  interrelationship  of  God, 
man  and  the  world. 

As  has  been  the  practice  during  former  Religious  Em- 
phasis Weeks,  prayer  meetings  were  held  after  the  church 
services  each  night  in  the  dormitories  and  fraternity 
houses.  Following  a  short  devotional  service,  discussion 
of  personal  problems  and  theological  questions  posed  by 
the  student  listeners,  evoked  general  participation  and 
interest. 


include  the  following:  "An  Old  Manse,"  "John  Randolph's 
Religion — a  Sketch,"  "The  Praying  Christ,"  "Christian 
Peace,"  "Paul  at  Athens,"  "Suffering  and  Glory,"  "The 
Changeless  Christ,"  "Resurrection  of  Christ — Proofs," 
"Biblical  and  Historical  Lectures,"  "The  Home  and 
Family  Religion,"  "Men  of  Might,"  and  "Things  for 
which  the  South  Did  Not  Fight."  The  very  titles  con- 
vey at  once  the  breadth  of  his  interest  and  the  depth  of 
his  Christian  devotion. 

Dr.  Graham  was  also  gifted  as  a  preacher.  His  sermons 
were  well-constructed,  polished  in  diction,  rich  in  imagery 
and  evangelical  in  spirit.  His  sermonic  art  lay  rather  in 
gracious  persuasion  than  in  stirring  appeal.  The  cadences 
of  his  pulpit  rhetoric  were  smooth  and  flowing.  Yet  he 
could  always  speak  frankly  to  an  issue.  Gentleness  and 
firmness  were  in  him  finely  blended.  He  left  no  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  his  hearers  as  to  his  profound  Christian 
convictions. 

On  the  human  side,  Dr.  Graham  impressed  those  who 
knew  him  by  his  courtliness  of  manner,  his  alert  intel- 
ligence, his  keen  interest  in  people  and  his  refreshing 
humor.  Perhaps  the  key  to  his  character  lay  in  a  certain 
steadfastness  and  equanimity  that  illumined  his  many- 
sided  personality.  However  taxing  the  burdens  he  carried, 
he  presented  to  the  world  a  courageous  spirit,  the  evidence 
of  a  deep-founded  faith  in  God  and  in  human  possibilities. 
Hampden-Sydney  may  well  cherish  the  memory  of  this 
stalwart  and  gifted  son.

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On  William  Randall  Holden.  1873-1950 


Mr.  William  Randall  Holden,  77,  died  December  iS, 
1950,  at  his  home  near  Tappahannock,  Va. 

Mr.  Holden  was  a  successful  tobacconist,  operating  for 
a  time  at  South  Hill  and  then  at  South  Boston,  Va.  Some 
ten  years  ago  he  retired  from  active  business  and  went  to 
live  in  Fredericksburg,  Va. 

His  benefactions  were  numerous  and  generous.  A 
modest  unpretentious  Christian,  he  practiced  the  habit 
of  not  allowing  his  right  hand  to  know  what  his  left  hand 
did.  To  the  causes  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which 
he  was  a- ruling  elder,  he  was  always  a  loyal  contributor, 
and  when  he  arranged  for  the  final  disposition  of  his  estate 
a  number  of  the  institutions  of  the  church  were  generously 
remembered. 

Previous  to  this  bequest  of  approximately  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars  to  Hampden-Sydney  he  had  already 
given  money  for  the  establishment  in  1923  of  the  Randall 
Holden  Scholarship,  and  to  all  subsequent  appeals  from 
the  college  he  had  lent  an  attentive  ear.  He  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  Hampden-Sydney  and  the  church,  to  both  of 
whom  he  had  supported  so  loyally  and  so  liberally. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Eva  Beck, 
of  Elkins,  W.  Va.;  a  brother,  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Holden,  of 
Blackstone;  three  sisters,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Johnson,  Hampton, 
Va.,  Mrs.  T.  J.  Davis,  Manning,  S.  C,  and  Miss  Leila 
Holden,  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  besides  numerous  nieces  and 
nephews.  Among  his  nephews  are  T.  J.  Holden,  Jr.,  '35, 
and  W.  R.  Johnson,  '24.

H.  C.  Bradshaw  Wins  National 
Recognition 

To  be  expected,  but  nevertheless  of  unusual  interest 
and  gratification  to  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni,  was  the 
announcement  that  Herbert  C.  Bradshaw,  '30,  Durham, 
N.  C,  Morning  Herald  editorial  writer  and  book  review 
editor,  had  received  a  first  place  award  for  his  book  re- 
view section.  The  award  in  the  form  of  a  scroll  was  pre- 
sented at  a  luncheon  held  in  New  York,  March  7. 

The  first  place  awards  to  four  newspapers  as  tops  in 
their  respective  circulation  classes,  were  given  out  by  the 
President  of  the  Publishers  Ad.  Club. 

In  addition  to  the  Morning  Herald,  representing  a 
circulation  below  100,000,  first  place  awards  were  also 
given  to  the  Milwaukee  (Wis.)  Journal,  The  Norfolk- 
Virginia  Pilot,  and  the  Nezv  York  Herald  Tribune.  Sixteen 
other  papers  were  given  honorable  mention. 

News  Week  Magazine  for  March  19,  in  commenting  on 
the  award,  pointed  out  that  "Herbert  C.  Bradshaw  has 
built  up  a  first-rate  staff  of  contributors  from  the  group  of 
writers  around  Chapel  Hill.  The  sort  of  thing  that  gives 
editor  Bradshaw's  pages  a  more  critical  air  than  most, 
is  his  interest  in  such  people  as  Agatha  Boyd  Adams,  a 
gifted  Carolina  biographer  who  unearthed  the  student 
writings  of  Tom  Wolfe."

A  COLLEGE  always  takes  pride  in  the  selection  of  one 
of  its  alumni  as  outstanding  in  his  community.  There 
is  present  the  feeling,  or  hope,  that  perhaps  the  college 
has  contributed  something  to  the  development  of  the 
abilities  and  the  cultivation  of  the  social  consciousness 
that  have  channeled  a  man's  energies  into  the  field  of 
eminent  public  service. 

When  a  college  finds  that  four  of  its  sons  have  been 
thus  singled  out  within  one  year,  the  feeling  of  pride  is 
increased  immensely.  Hampden-Sydney  is  in  that  position. 
Evan  H.  Lacy,  '19,  South  Boston  banker,  has  been 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  as  Halifax 
County's  outstanding  citizen  in  1950.

Graduate  of  1884  Honored,  but  Never 
Notified 

Below  are  extracts  from  a  letter  written  by  W.  G. 
Eggleston  to  his  brother,  J.  D.  Eggleston,  who  had 
come  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  July,  1919,  as  President. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Eggleston  was  a  journalist;  was  of  the 
Class  of  1877  at  Hampden-Sydney;  and  was  given  an 
Honorary  Master  of  Arts  degree  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  June,  1884.  He  had  graduated  in  medicine 
at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New 
York  City,  but  practiced  only  one  year  before  going 
into  journalistic  work.  The  Trustees  had  by  unani- 
mous vote  given  him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
in  June,  1884,  in  response  to  the  recommendation  of 
President  Richard  Mcllwaine,  who  stated  that  "Dr. 
Eggleston  has  attained  such  distinction  as  to  entitle 
him  to  it. "  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  failed  to  notify 
Dr.  Eggleston;  no  one  on  the  Board  said  anything 
about  it,  and  it  was  not  discovered  until  December, 
1950- 

Oakland,  California 
October  20,  1919 

Hampden-Sydney  must  look  as  changed  as— a  reformed 
drunkard.  How  is  the  community  fixed  for  mudholes  in 
winter.?  The  roads  used  to  be,  in  winter,  from  30  to  300 
feet  wide  and  from  three  to  thirty  feet  deep.  I  remember 
seeing  a  man  at  Worsham  who  had  brought  a  load  of 
tobacco  from  beyond  Briery  Church,  and  he  said  he  had 
come  underground  most  of  the  way. 


I'd  like  to  help  renovate  the  old  Seminary  Building, 
and  give  it  a  name  if  it  hasn't  a  real  name;  and  put  some 
brass  or  silver  plates  on  some  of  the  doors;  and  a  marble 
tablet  in  the  floor  of  the  chapel  right  in  front  of  the  pulpit 
where  old  Professor- -what's  his  name,  Professor  of  Greek 
before  Buck  Addy.?  (Charles  Martin)— anyway,  where 
his  dog,  a  big  Newf'd,  used  to  go  to  sleep  and  snore  dur- 
ing the  Sunday  and  Wednesday  night  sermons;  and  some- 
times he'd  bark  his  appreciation  when  a  sernionizer  be- 
came over-enthusiastic.  I'd  put  a  black  marble  tablet  up 
in  the  gallery  of  the  chapel,  in  the  place  where  Dr.  Henry 
Alexander's  servant,  Jacob,  used  to  sit  and  listen  to  the 
doctrinal  crowings  of  divine  young  roosters  on  Wednesda}' 
nights. 

I  remember  when  B.  Frank  Bedinger  split  the  plaster- 
ing one  Wednesday  night  with  a  most  profoundly  "doc- 
trinal" sermon,  and  the  next  day  he  was  foolish  enough 
to  say  to  Jacob,  when  he  saw  him  at  the  post  office :  "  Well, 
Jacob,  I  saw  you  at  church  last  night  when  I  was  preach- 
ing." Jacob  admitted  his  guilt,  and  B.  F.  asked:  "What 
did  you  think  of  my  sermon.'"'  Jacob  took  off  his  hat  and 
answered  truthfully:  "Well,  suh;  'peared  to  me  you  bit 
off  more'n  you  could  chaw." 

I'd  like  to  erect  a  tablet  in  the  chapel  to  the  memory  of 
the  sermon  Dr.  Aleck  (Dr.  Alexander)  preached — on  a 
sudden  call  after  he  was  in  the  chapel — without  making 
a  prayer.  And  I'd  like  to  put  one  in  the  east  wall,  just 
north  of  the  east  door  of  the  chapel,  where  Dr.  Dabney 
went  to  sleep  one  night  when  Dr.  Smith  was  preaching — 
went  to  sleep  with  his  legs  crossed — and  fell  off  the  bench. 

And  to  go  back  to  the  Newf'd,  dog,  I'd  like  to  com- 
memorate in  some  suitable  manner  the  unique  scene  one 
Wednesday  night  in  Seminary  chapel,  when  the  dog 
applauded  a  ministerial  student  who  was  floundering  out 
of  his  depth  in  theological  undertow,  and  Dr.  Ben  Smith 
arose  from  his  place  in  the  southeast  Amen  corner,  walked 
over  to  the  dog,  grabbed  him  by  the  ears  and  dragged  him 
howling  out  into  the  east  passage  and  then  kicked  him 
into  the  porch.  With  the  utterly  peaceful  expression  of  a 
man  conscious  of  having  done  a  good  deed.  Dr.  S.  walked 
back  to  his  seat — and  the  dog  walked  into  the  chapel 
through  the  west  door,  returned  to  his  accustomed  place 
and  resumed  his  recumbent  posture.  Oh,  I  could  sprinkle 
memorial  tablets  all  through  that  building,  and  out  in 
the  yard,  and  along  the  Via  Sacra,  from  Dr.  Smith's  front 
gate  where  Dr.  Dabney  once  did  an  "I  sir,  rolling  rapidly" 
act  in  a  sleet,  down  to  the  woods  below  the  old  Dabney 
house.  That  road  is  historic  ground,  and  should  be  en- 
closed as  a  park. 


Lewis  Brandon  Globe  Trotting  as 
State  Department  Courier 

Lewis  E.  H.  Brandon,  '48,  is  seeing  plenty  of  the  world 
these  days  as  he  carries  the  official  mail  for  Uncle  Sam's 
State  Department. 

This  loyal  alumnus,  a  native  of  Danville,  Va.,  is  one  of 
one  hundred  couriers  whose  job  it  is  to  deliver  by  hand  the 
confidential  and  secret  messages  that  flow  between  Wash- 
ington and  diplomatic  posts  in  every  section  of  the  globe. 

Mr.  Brandon  (Ike  to  practically  everyone)  is  based  at 
Paris,  France.  His  travel  area,  the  largest  assigned  to 
any  courier,  includes  Moscow,  Helsinki,  Lisbon,  Cairo  and 
scattered  points  in  Western  Africa. 
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"Guinea  Pig"  Unit  is  First  in  Virginia 


DR.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  "23,  has  a  new  "guinea  pig"— 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  State. 
As  head  of  the  physics  department  at  Hampden-Sydney 
and  a  consulting  scientist  for  the  State  Oifice  of  Civilian 
Defense,  Dr.  Gilmer  has  developed  Virginia's  first  radia- 
tion detection  team. 

Should  an  atomic  explosion  occur  here  in  Virginia,  the 
first  action  to  be  taken  by  civil  defense  workers  would  be 
to  send  into  the  immediate  area  of  the  explosion  a  team  of 
six  to  12  men  armed  with  radiation  detectors.  This  detec- 
tion team  would  determine  what,  if  any,  atomic  radia- 
tion had  been  caused  by  the  bomb  blast  and  whether  or 
not  the  area  would  be  safe  for  inhabitants. 

Such  is  the  nature  of  Dr.  Gilmer's  new  guinea  pig. 
The  State's  first  radiation  detection  team,  composed  of 
some  twelve  Hampden-Sydney  students  who  have  been 
voluntarily  studying  radiological  monitoring  for  the  past 
month,  was  developed  by  Dr.  Gilmer  "purely  as  an 
experiment." 

Dr.  Gilmer,  together  with  Dr.  Paul  Gross,  Jr.,  of  the 
University  of  Virginia's  physics  department,  attended  as 
a  representative  of  Virginia  a  special  five-week  course  in 
radiological  monitoring  and  medical  aspects  of  atomic 
warfare  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  Chicago 
last  July.  According  to  civil  defense  plans,  the  two  phys- 
cists  were  to  help  train  teams  in  the  detection  of  atomic 
radiation  throughout  the  State. 

After  completing  his  study  last  summer,  Dr.  Gilmer 
was  ready  to  start  training  teams,  but  the  State  was  not 
supplied  with  radiological  monitoring  instruments  suitable 
for  civil  defense  activities — similar  to  Geiger  counters 
but  less  sensitive. 

So  Dr.  Gilmer  decided  to  develop  a  "guinea  pig"  team 
among  his  own  students. 

With  one  monitoring  instrument  for  inside  laboratory 
use  in  testing  radioactive  water  and  a  small  Geiger  counter, 
he  began  conducting  classes  February  I  for  any  of  his 
students  who  were  interested.  Dr.  Gilmer  lectured  on  the 
general  nature  of  an  atomic  explosion,  its  effects,  instru- 
ments used  in  detecting  postexplosion  radiation  and  their 
proper  operation. 

Classes  were  held  two  afternoons  a  week,  and  attend- 
ance was  on  a  purely  voluntary  basis.  On  the  average. 
Dr.  Gilmer  has  had  about  twelve  steady  customers.  After  a 
month  of  study,  they  are  all  now  well  enough  versed  in 
radiation  detection  to  successfully  operate  in  an  emergency 
as  a  civil  defense  team. 

The  main  function  of  a  radiation  detection  unit,  says 
Dr.  Gilmer,  would  be  to  reassure  the  general  public  in  the 
event  of  an  atomic  explosion.  "Exactly  the  best  thing  to 
do  in  case  of  an  atomic  attack  is  almost  anybody's  guess," 
he  says.  "After  all,  we've  only  had  two  bombs  dropped 
on  towns.   But,  above  all,  we  don't  want  people  to  panic." 

All  of  the  intense  publicity  given  the  atomic  bomb 
since  the  close  of  World  War  II  has  created  a  great  number 
of  false  fears  in  the  minds  of  many  people,  says  Gilmer. 
Actually,  according  to  investigating  scientists,  the  danger 
of  postbomb  radiation  is  not  as  great  as  one  might  suppose. 

According  to  statistics  of  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki, 
sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  human  casualties  were  caused  by 


the  initial  blast;  twenty  per  cent  were  caused  by  flash- 
burns  (fire  and  heat  burns);  and  fifteen  per  cent  were  the 
result  of  radioactivity. 

There  is  very  little  induced  radiation  caused  by  an 
atomic  explosion,  according  to  Dr.  Gilmer.  A  large  ma- 
jority of  the  postexplosion  radioactivity  is  caused  by  the 
scattered  parts  of  the  bomb  itself,  and  most  of  these  parts 
are  absorbed  by  the  atmosphere  after  the  explosion.  In 
an  air  explosion,  which  was  the  case  at  Hiroshima  and 
Nagasaki,  radioactivity  is  kept  to  a  minimum.  The 
optimum  altitude  for  a  successful  explosion  from  the 
standpoint  of  blast  and  fire  damage  is  two  thousand  feet. 

A  bomb  exploded  closer  to  the  ground,  however,  would 
provide  more  danger  of  radiation,  as  would  an  underwater 
explosion  such  as  might  be  used  against  a  seaport. 

In  the  event  of  an  explosion  over  one  of  Virginia's 
cities,  a  team  of  radiation  detectors  would  be  rushed  to 
the  area.  They  would  spread  out  over  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  burst  and  search  for  signs  of  radiation. 
Their  instruments  would  tell  them  not  only  how  much 
radiation,  if  any,  there  was  present,  but  just  how  long 
inhabitants  could  safely  remain  in  the  area. 

The  team's  findings  would  not  only  determine  the 
necessity  of  evacuation  but  would  tell  for  how  long  fire 
fighters  and  rescue  workers  might  remain  in  the  burst 
area  without  danger  from  radiation  burns. 

"And  above  all,"  says  Dr.  Gilmer,  "we  would  be  able 
to  prevent  any  mass  exodus  of  a  population  fleeing  from 
atomic  radiation  that  probably  isn't  present  at  all."

Krauss,  of  Port  Deposit,  Md.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Street  have 
one  son,  William  H.,  Jr.,  who  at  present  is  an  Air  Cadet  at 
Ellington    Field,   Houston,   Texas. 

That  this  busy  executive  has  a  fond  remembrance  and 
appreciation  of  Hampden-Sydney  is  fully  evidenced  by 
the  following  excerpts  from  a  recent  letter: 

"As  I  travel  around  the  country,  I  have  the  pleasure 
of  nieeting  with  Hampden-Sydney  men  and  it  is  nice 
to  sit  down  and  talk  about  what  we  now  call  'the  good 
old  days.'  Unfortunately,  I  have  had  but  one  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  the  'Hill.'  During  that  visit  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  many  old  friends — several  of  whom 
I  am  sorry  to  say  have  since  passed  on.  Of  course,  I 
think  that  no  one  who  ever  sat  in  Dr.  Whiting's  classes 
would  ever  forget  a  visit  with  him. 

"During  the  war  period  our  Company  opened  a  war 
plant  specializing  in  the  manufacture  of  ships'  line 
shaft  bearings  and  it  was  my  extreme  pleasure  to  make 
the  line  shaft  bearings  that  were  used  on  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Victory.  Unfortunately,  at  the  time  I  did  not 
know  the  date  of  the  launching  or  I  would  have  been 
in  the  shipyard  to  see  that  good  old  ship  go  down  the 
ways." 

There  is  no  denying  that  Mr.  Street  was  fully  indoctri- 
nated at  Hampden-Sydney.

An  article  by  Dr.  Carl  J.  Likes,  head  of  the  Chemistry 
Department,  appeared  in  the  January,  1951,  issue  of  the 
Bulletin,  Virginia  Section  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society. 

This  article  was  one  in  a  series  of  articles  on  "Satisfac- 
tions to  be  Obtained  from  Careers  in  Chemistry,"  and 
Dr.  Likes'  work,  naturally  enough,  dealt  with  the  satisfac- 
tion arising  from  the  teaching  of  Chemistry  at  the  college 
or  university  level.  Dr.  Likes  writes  with  the  enthusiasm 
of  a  man  who  likes  his  profession.  He  admits  that  teach- 
ing is  not  an  easy  job,  and  that  the  income  is  somewhat 
below  that  offered  an  industrial  chemist  or  to  a  chemist 
in  government  service,  but  the  teacher  is  fundamentally 
his  own  boss  and  has  the  added  satisfaction  of  shaping  the 
characters  and  careers  of  his  students.  This  article  should 
be  very  helpful  to  a  young  chemist  who  is  weighing  teach- 
ing against  other  professions.

INTERWOVEN  with  the  events  connected  with  the 
modernization  of  China  the  name  of  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis 
Holladay  Lancaster,  '09,  will  be  found. 

Born  in  Soochow,  China,  January  i6,  1891,  the  son  of 
Rev.  R.  V.  Lancaster,  he  received  his  early  schooling  in 
America  and  was  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  the  Class  of  1909.  After  several  years  of  teach- 
ing he  entered  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  191 2  and 
was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.D.  in  1915. 

In  October,  1916,  having  been  appointed  a  missionary 
to  China,  the  field  of  his  natural  choice,  he  spent  a  year  in 
study  at  the  Language  School  of  Nanking. 

In  1919  he  and  his  bride.  Miss  Eliza  A.  Neville,  of 
Clinton,  S.  C,  went  to  their  mission  station  of  Suchowfu. 
In  1921  they  returned  to  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Nanking  where  they  remained  on  the  faculty  of  that 
institution  until  driven  out  by  the  Chinese  Revolution 
of  1927. 

For  two  years  following  his  enforced  return  to  the  States, 
Mr.  Lancaster  served  as  Assistant  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Nashville,  Tenn. 

In  1929,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lancaster  were  recalled  to  the 
mission  field — first  at  Suchowfu  and  later  in  1933  to 
Taichow,  Ku. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Sino-Japanese  hostilities  in 
1936,  Mr.  Lancaster  was  again  in  the  States  for  a  short 
time,  returning  to  Taichow  in  1937.  In  1940,  on  the  advice 
of  the  State  Department,  Mrs.  Lancaster  returned  to  the 
United  States.  In  this  time  of  internal  chaos,  A4r.  Lan- 
caster, in  company  with  Mr.  Edgar  W.  Woods  and  Dr. 
Frank  W.  Price,  worked  diligently  on  a  survey  of  the 


opportunities   of   the   Church    to   open   mission   work   in 
west  China. 

During  the  war  Mr.  Lancaster  was  forced  tcf  return  to 
America  again  and  served  as  minister  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  until  he  and  his  wife  re^ 
turned  to  China  in  1946. 

Until  his  forced  return  to  the  United  States  in  1950  the 
Lancasters  were  located  part  of  the  time  in  Chinkiang  and 
part  of  the  time  in  Shanghai.  During  this  period  Mr. 
Lancaster  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Survey  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  to  review  policie 
and  plans  for  the  future  work  of  the  Mission,  as  evangelis' 
in  the  Chinkiang  field,  and  as  Field  Secretary  of  the  China 
Mission. 

Since  1950  he  has  served  as  Assistant  to  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  World  Missions. 

Perhaps  no  person  is  better  qualified  today  to  speak  ol 
conditions  in  China  than  this  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus 
During  the  winter  on  a  visit  to  Hampden-Sydney  his 
friends  here  were  greatly  interested  in  his  reports,  but 
even  more  deeply  impressed  with  his  glowing  enthusiasm 
and  hope  for  mission  work  in  China.  Lesser  men  woul 
quit,  but  when  the  opportunity  for  further  work  in  China 
presents  itself  it  is  a  safe  prediction  that  this  fighting 
Tiger  missionary  will  again  return  to  battle  for  China 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lancaster  have  three  children:  Miss 
Julia  Neville,  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Sumter 
S.  C;  Mrs.  H.  A.  Codington,  Jr.  (Mary  Littlepage),  e

H.  Lancaster,  Jr.,  '48,  who  will  be  graduated  this  Maj 
from  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  Richmond,  Va.

The 
news  of  the  unexpected  death  of  this  much  beloved  father,  brother,  and 
loyal  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney  was  most  distressing.  For  the  College 
The  Record  expresses  to  all  of  the  members  of  his  family  the  deepest 
sorrow  and  sympathy. 

Gifts  to  Library 

Miss'  Kate  E.  O'Brien,  Librarian  of  the  Farmville  High 
School,  has  presented  to  our  College  Library  two  letters 
written  from  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  in  1864  by 
Jesse  L  Dickerson  of  the  Class  of  1869  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  He  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  V.  M.  I.  Cadets  at 
the  Battle  of  New  Market  and  a  Lieutenant  in  the  C.  S.  A. 
He  then  entered  Hampden-Sydney.  He  went  to  Texas, 
and  after  farming  there,  died  at  Joshua,  Tex. 

Miss  O'Brien  writes  that  these  letters  "came  our  way 
through  some  books  donated  to  our  Library." 


Mrs.  W.  S.  Morton,  of  Farmville,  Va.,  has  given  to 
our  College  Library  several  items  of  interest: 

A  program  of  the  one  hundredth  Commencement  of 
the  College; 

A  program  of  the  Philanthropic  Society,  June  12,  1878; 

A  program  of  the  Philanthropic  Society,  June  15,  1887. 

A  copy  of  Ouestio7is  on  the  Bible  for  the  Use  of  Schools, 
by  Rev.  John~McDowell,  D.D.,  Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Elizabeth-Town,  New  Jersey,  is  dated  1828,  and 
was  used  in  our  College  Church  Sunday  School. 

A  receipt  from  Reuben  Perry,  dated  July  16,  1821, 
to  Col.  Asa  Dupuy,  for  $10,  "it  being  the  first  instalment 
due  on  his  subscription  to  the  new  College  Edifice,  which 
instalment  has  been  transfer'd  to  me."  Mr.  Perry  was 
one  of  the  builders  of  Cushing  Hall. 

Richard  N.  Venable,  member  of  College  Church,  and 
authorized  to  receive  subscriptions,  gives  a  receipt  on 
April  IS,  1822,  to  "Mr.  Asa  Dupuy  for  $10  on  account  of 
his  subscription  to  build  a  Church  at  College."  This  was 
the  brick  church  erected  in  1819  on  the  site  of  the  present 
College  Church.  It  was  erected  in  1819-20. 

A  receipt,  dated  July  20,  1823,  to  "Asa  Dupuy  for  $10 
in  full  of  the  third  instalment  for  his  subscription,  Hamp- 


den-Sydney College."  This  was  for  the  building  of  Cush- 
ing Hall.  This  is  signed  by  Wm.  Phaup,  one  of  the  builders, 
who  was  in  partnership  with  Reuben  Perry. 

Dr.  George  E.  Barksdale,  an  Elliott  descendant.  Route 
14,  Richmond,  Va.,  has  presented  to  the  College  Library 
a  copy  of  Le  Siege  de  Rochelle,  owned  bj-  William  H.  Elliott 
of  Charlotte  County,  when  he  was  a  student  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Class  of  1820;  also  a  translation  of  a  part  of  the 
book  while  he  was  in  College. 

Dr.  Barksdale  has  presented  also  a  quaint  Album  of 
Friendship,  owned  by  Virginia  Jane  Elliott  of  Charlotte 
County  when  she  was  a  student  at  Danville  Female 
Institute  in  the  late  1850's  and  early  6o's.  The  Album  is 
6^/4"  by  8',<4",  and  bound  in  red  leather,  and  is  hand- 
somely illustrated. 

William  Elliott  became  an  author  of  some  repute  in 
his  day — a  writer  of  poetry  published  in  leading  papers 
and  magazines  in  this  country  and  England. 

Distinguished  Political  Scientist 
Addresses  Student  Convocation 

Dr.  Peter  Odegard  addressed  the  student  body  at  a 
convocation  of  February  9.  His  subject,  "Politics  and 
Physics"  was  an  interesting  one  and  the  lecture  was 
enthusiastically  received. 

Dr.  Odegard,  formerly  president  of  Reed  College  in 
Oregon  and  now  a  professor  of  Political  Science  at  the 
University  of  California,  is  one  of  the  seven  men  who 
will  administer  the  Ford  Foundation  for  Human  Welfare. 
This  foundation  was  set  up  by  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Henry  Ford  and  Edsel  Ford  to  be  used  for  the  welfare  of 
mankind.  Through  universities  and  other  social  organiza- 
tions the  foundation  will  be  devoted  to  studying  human 
relationships  with  the  hope  of  prevention  of  war. 

Dr.  Odegard  appeared  here  through  the  good  graces  of 
the  Richmond  Area  University  Center,  which  has  brought 
so  many  speakers  of  national  repute  to  the  Hill. 

Burr  P.  Harrison  Elected  to  Ways  and 
Means  Committee 

Representative  Burr  P.  Harrison,  '24,  of  Virginia's 
Seventh  Congressional  District,  was  named  at  the  opening 
session  of  the  Eighty-Second  Congress  to  the  all  powerful 
Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

The  selection  is  regarded  not  only  as  a  personal  tribute 
to  the  popular,  hard-working  young  representative,  but 
also  as  a  victory  for  the  somewhat  rebellious  Southern 
Democrats  over  the  Truman  faction. 

The  choice  of  Harrison  gives  the  Southerners  a  new 
voice  not  only  in  tax  legislation  but  also  in  selecting  the 
Democratic  members  of  other  House  Committees.  In 
addition  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  also  serves  as 
a   steering   Committee. 

Mr.  Harrison  was  first  elected  to  Congress  in  1946  to 
succeed  Senator  A.  Willis  Robertson,  who  resigned  to 
enter  the  Senate.  Before  his  election  to  the  House  he  had 
served  as  a  member  of  Virginia  State  Senate,  Common- 
wealth's Attorney  for  Frederick  County,  and  Judge  of  the 
Seventeenth  Judicial  Circuit. 

In  1949  Hampden-Sydney,  in  recognition  of  the  splendid 
public  service  of  this  young  alumnus,  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.

Basketball  in  Retrospect 


Playing  a  twenty-two-game  schedule  that  afforded  no 
let-up,  the  Billy  McCann  Basketballers  posted  a  13-9 
won-lost  record. 

It  was  another  good  season,  and  especially  so  when  one 

considers  that  four  of  last 
year's  starting  team  had 
passed  on  by  way  of  grad- 
uation. 

Outstanding  player  for 
the  Tigers  was  tall,  sharp- 
shooting  Emerson  John- 
son, a  junior  from 
Monterey,  Va.  Robert 
Moore,  Associated  Press 
Sports  Writer  in  announc- 
ing the  selection  of  John- 
son as  All-Little  Six 
Captain  wrote:  "Johnson 
made  499  points  in  the 
Bengal's  twenty-two  con- 
tests. That  is  an  average 
of  23.8  points  per  game. 
The  Tiger  Star  had  his 
best  night — for  total 
points  made  at  least — Jan- 
uary 5  when  he  poured  in 
37  points  against  Virginia 
Tech.  Johnson's  worst 
night  saw  the  opposition 
limit  him  to  15  markers." 
But  it  was  not  a  one-man  team.  Jerry  Adams  and 
Richard  (Mouse)  Misenhelter  made  the  second  All-Little 
Six  basketball  team,  and  a  fourth  starter,  Jimmy  Slay- 
don,  playing  his  freshman  year,  was  given  honorable 
mention.  One  on  the  inside  would  also  tell  you  that  the 
great  improvement  in  the  play  of  Frank  Hoffman,  sopho- 
more understudy  to  Johnson,  was  a  most  important 
factor  in   the  team's   success. 

For  Tiger  fans,  the  best  games  of  the  season  were  the 
two  games  with  the  semi-pro  Richmond  Barons,  the  first 
one  lost  by  a  close  margin  of  73-68  and  the  second  won 
71-60  on  the  neutral  playing  court  of  Petersburg,  Va., 
High  School;  the  comeback,  after  losing  the  first  game 
unexpectedly  48-45,  to  Richmond  away,  by  the  over- 
whelming score  of  82-58;  the  loss  in  the  second  game  to 
V.  P.  L  at  Blacksburg  after  being  ahead  by  ten  points 
with  ten  minutes  to  go;  and  the  two-point  victory  over 
the  unusually  strong  Norfolk  Naval  Base  five  on  a  last 
second  field  goal — the  ball  swished  through  the  nets  but 
had  not  hit  the  floor  when  the  game  ending  whistle  blew. 
In  the  Mason-Dixon  tournament  held  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  March  8-10,  the  fourth  seeded  Tigers  ran  into  a 
hot  team  in  Western  Maryland  and  found  themselves 
eliminated  in  the  first  game  before  the  festivities  had 
really  started.  At  that,  as  it  later  developed,  this  game 
was  probably  the  best  of  the  entire  tournament.

Regretted 

Always  a  man  to  keep  his  own  confidence.  Coach 
Morgan  Tiller,  Tiger  Football  mentor,  on  January  23 
handed  in  his  resignation  effective  June  I.  His  decision 
had  not  even  been  guessed 
by  the  sportswriters  who 
usually  long  in  advance 
assume  control  of  such 
actions. 

In  four  years  he  had 
led  the  Tigers  to  sixteen 
victories  against  eighteen 
losses  and  one  tie.  Eight 
of  his  losses  occurred  in 
his  first  year  when  the 
squad  was  almost  entirely 
composed  of  inexperienced 
freshmen  and  sophomores. 

President  Edgar  G. 
Gammon  expressed  the 
feelings  of  all  when  he 
said  "Morgan  Tiller  is  a 
fine  gentleman.  He  has 
rendered  Hampden  - 
Sydney  a  splendid  service. 
It  is  only  natural  for  him 
to  desire  a  position  where 
finances  play  a  larger  part. 
I  will  always  be  glad  that 
we  had   him  here." 

Tiller,  in  the  early  forties  a  star  end  on  the  University 
of  Denver  eleven,  played  professional  football  in  1945 
with  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers.  Because  of  a  knee  injury 
which  slowed  up  his  play  he  ended  his  professional  careei 
in  1946  with  the  Richmond  Rebels. 

It  was  during  this  1946  season  that  he  attracted  thi 
attention  of  Coach  Hugh  C.  Brenaman,  '24,  and  was 
engaged  to  assist  in  coaching  the  St.  Christopher's  School 
team.
